Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-9 and 32-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
has reviewed the prior art in light of applicant's claimed invention and finds that the 
combined claims define over the prior art. The cited prior art does not disclose or 
suggest a semiconductor device inter alia the limitations "... .applying a second 
conductive layer to form a plurality of contiguous layers of conductive materials, said 
plurality of contiguous layers including said first conductive layer;-selectively removing 
parts of said plurality of contiguous layers so as to form said conductive contacts, the 
conductive contacts defining one or more radiation detector cells in the semiconductor 
substrate; forming a layer of passivation material on said conductive contacts and the 
regions around conductive contacts; and removing portions of said passivation material 
overlying said conductive contacts to expose the conductive contacts.."
